The Will to Peace 


The two living statesmen who have been most highly hon- 
ored by the American people present simultaneously their 
opinions on the course this nation should take in a world 
that seems tending toward another World war. Herbert 
Hoover, only living ex-President, writing in a national mag- 
azine, says that ‘‘we may have to go to war again’’, but adds: 
“That war should be on this hemisphere alone and in the de- 
fense of our firesides or our honor. For that alone should 
we pay the price.”’ President Roosevelt is quoted as say- 
ing that the policy of his administration is to prevent war 
in any part of the world hecause anything that can be done 
to stop war is good. 

Here are two respected American statesmen, both with 
the will to peace, but with views somewhat divergent. With 
Mr. Hoover, most Americans will instantly agree that the 
place for American soldiers to fight is on American soil—at 
least, on the soil of the American continents. With Mr. 
Roosevelt, most Americans will also agree that the preven- 
tion of war in any part of the world is good. 

Yet, while both men are earnest in their stands, an in- 
stinctive feeling arises that Mr. Roosevelt may be a trifle too 
hopeful as well as tog bold. No ideal could be more highly 
motivated than his ideal that it be well to prevent war in 
““any part of the world’’. But can we prevent it? We 
ecouldn’t—-in 1914! 

if Mr. Roosevelt, undoubtedly a man of extraordinary in- 
fluence throughout the world, can exert that influence to pre- 
vent faraway war, he will perform a universal service all his 
eountrymen will applaud. But if he cannot accomplish that, 
Mr. Hoover’s advice that we confine our military activities 
to home defense will tind a warm echo in many hearts—par- 
ticularly in those of Gold Star mothers and the inmates of 
veterans’ hospitals.

begun, so that now the project 
has real background. 

A Poor Aid law compels em- 
ployers to provide  continucus 
maintenance for workmen of long 
service in return for any labor 
they are physically capable of 
performing. Labor unions have 
never gained much headway in 
Finland. 

Finland’s educational achieve- 
ments are her greatest glory. This 
country and Sweden have im- 
pressed us more than any others 
as places where youth comes first. 
|Every boy and girl is building a 
sound mind and body. There is 
less than one per cent of illiter- 
acy in Finland. Even among the 
backwoods Finnish Lapps whom I 
encountered in my travels last 
winter I found that the _ people 
‘could nearly all read. Helsinki 
jhas one of the world’s largest 
bookstores. Long winter nights 
create the demand for much read- 
ing matter. 


LOOK TO YOUTHS 


Finland apparently believes in 
{the “ounce of prevention” theory. 
jIn connection with her youth pro- 
igram, if any boy or girl exhibits 
criminal tendencies, or shows mor- 
al lapses, he or she is given per- 
sonal guidance for a_ period of 
years or given the advantage of 
reception homes provided for such 
cases, 

Finland, through her special bu- 
reau for journalists, is co-operat- 
ing with us in every way possible, 
that we may have access to the 
places and events in which we are 
most interested. Having wit- 
nessed, quite by chance, a great 
gymnastic festival participated in 
by 1200 youths at the Olympic 
stadium, we expressed our interest 
in this phase of Finnish activity to 
Borje Sandberg, head of the spec- 
ial bureau. The very next even- 
ing we had the extreme pleasure 
; of receiving in our hotel Miss Anni 
Collan, head of gymnastic train- 
ing for all the schools of Helsinki, 
and a great leader in her field. 

Miss Collan’s name is magic in 
Finland, and she has made it pos- 
| sible for us to film the graceful 
gymnastic dances in the two prin- 
cipal girls’ training schools of the 
country. At one of these, Tan- 
avara in Viipuri, near the Russian 
border, we were entertained royal- 
ly for most of a day and shared 
in all the life of the school. The 
girls showed us how to play Bo- 
boll (their form of baseball), in 
which the catcher does the pitch- 
ing, and the batter runs when he 
doesn't hit the ball instead of when 
he does. Yes, it looks as crazy 
as it sounds, 

In the other girls’ school we 
were permitted to film every ac- 
tivity, even to the Finnish “Sauna” 
in action, 

The Sauna is the Finnish steam- 
bath and the word “amazing” is 
all that can describe it. My initial 
experience with one came _ just 
after I had reached civilization af- 
ter crossing Lapland by reindeer 
last winter,

If We Vote Them—We Must Pay Them 
By Owen E. Atwood 

“Cut our taxes in half this year.’’ is sometimes heard. 

That is fine--but there is a large item in the budget 
that is there because at least two-thirds of the voters told 
the Council to issue bonds and assess us each year for 
enough to pay a part of those bonds and the interest on 
the balance. The finance committee cannot overlook it 
and it must be done. The amount due this year is $3,125.00 
on principal and $1,456.25 for interest. 

Out of the water department must come $7,000 for 
principal and $9,432.50 for interest. This $16,432.50 does 
not come out of the general taxes, for the water depart- 
ment is self-supporting and takes care of all of that total. 

This is not a plea against bond issues—but just a re- 
minder that when they are voted they must be paid. 

The first bonds voted in Upland are dated June 1, 1908 
The amount was $50,000.00, of which $1,250.00 is due each 
year. The balance yet unpaid is $11,250.00. This money 
was used.to put in the curbs, gutters and surface the west 
side of Euelid avenue. 

The second issue of $10,000 was used to purchase the 
City Hall site and make improvements. These,’ like the 
first issue, are for 40 years. and the balance unpaid is 
$3,250.00. The date of this issue is November 1, 1911. 

Bonds were again voted in 1914 to fix up city streets 
and purchase street equipment. This issue was $25,000.00, 
again for 40 years, and the balanee due is $10,000.00. 

To connect with the Ontario sewer system, $24,000.00 
was voted in July, 1917, but by that time most cities were 
voting shorter time bonds and ours called for payments of 
$1,000 each vear. At the end of the fiseal year there was 
a balance unpaid of only $3,000.00. 

To buy out the private water companies and also de- 
velop our own municipal water system, bonds totaling 
$224,000.00 were voted in 1923. These are being paid off 
at the rate of $7,000.00 each year and the unpaid balance 
has been reduced to $175,000.00.

‘Why be a Ham in Carving One? 
Expert Shows Easy, Modern Way 


If they snicker when you start 
to carve, you'll be comforted by 
these kind words from Max 0. 
Cullen, carving authority. “It’s 
easy to learn the right way, and 
the right way is the easy way,” 
says Cullen, who is shown at the 
right explaining to Pete Smith, 
producer of motion picture shorts 
bearing his name, and Ann Mor- 
riss, M-G-M player, the funda- 
mentals of carving a ham, during 
the recent filming of “Culinary 
Carving,” an educational short in 
which Cullen was featured. 

Proper tools and a sharp knife 
are of first importance, says the 
expert. Then you can proceed with 
confidence, if you will follow his 
simple directions as shown by the‘ 
diagrams and instructions below. 

1. Place Ham with fat side up, 
shank end to carver’s right. Cut 
two or three slices parallel to the 
length of the ham from the 
smaller meaty section. 

2. Turn the ham so that it rests 
on the cut surface. Holding firmly 
with the fork, cut a small wedge 
shaped piece from the shank end. 
Then proceed to cut thin slices 
down to the leg bone until the 
aitch bone is reached. 

8. With the fork still in place, 
release the slices by running the 
knife along the bone and at right 
angles to the slices. For additional 
servings, turn and carve other 
side of ham. 

4. If more servings are re- 
quired, the ham is turned back 
in its original position on the plat- 
ter with the fat side up and the 
slices are carved at right angles 
to the bone. These slices are not 
so large as those from the cushion 
section, but they make attractive 
servings for second helpings.

condition, production of citrus 
fruits for the 1939-40 ccerabie | 
season is likely to be considerably 
above average but not so large as 
the crops of 1938-39,” said a state- 
ment today from the national crop

low average” condition of fruit 
from 1939 bloom. 
i “However, these below-average 
|condition figures are not entirely 
,indicative of prospective produc-

Production in this record season 
'was placed at 77,801,000 boxes of
